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DETAILED ACTION 

Priority 

1. Receipt is acknowledged of papers submitted under 35 U.S.C. 119(aHd). which 
papers have been placed of record in the file. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

2. Claims 1-38 are allowed. 

3. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 
The prior art does not disclose applicant's claimed methodology for 

manufacturing a liquid crystal display device, the claimed methodology distinguishable 
from prior art by limitations drawn to a removal of a passivation layer deposited on an 
entire surface of a first substrate in gate and pad portions exposed by a second 
substrate, wherein liquid crystal material is provided into a gap between the first and 
second substrates.
